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Because Communists lacked Imowledge on Nationalist strength and positions 

on Huangtaao Islands (121-06, 27-59), an-attack scheduled for 23 July by the 
@ Battalion, 315 Regiment, 105 Division, 35 Arny, and reinforced by a 
company of the 1 Battalion, 315 Regiment, was postponed. On 25 July the 

315 Regiment at Ch'umen (121-17, 28-15) ordered the 1 Battalion at iluengtane 
to discontinue for the present, attempts to invade the islands but to 
intensify patrolling activities in tho Huangtaac area and sead immediately 
two junks to Ch'umen, 


On 24 July Chinese Communist troops, possibly elements of the 84 Division, 

28 Army, from tho Tungohung (119-52, 26-33)-Chienchiang (44% 33. ) eroa landed 
in 17 moter junks on Nationalist-held Tahsiyang (4 \> ¥~ ) Island near 
Senp’uao (=. jf Yf ),» Shortly after the landing, the Nationalist naval 

vessels CHUNG CUI (+ # +) end CHENG AN( i ‘€ ) ond the Gunboat 111 
assisted the Nationalist Sea Defense (Hai Pao ¥t 1& ) Column on Tehatyeng 

to repel the Communists wis retreated to Santuao (119~41, 26.39). 


A Nationalist guerrilla battalion under LIN Chiheyu (ah Le ) left 

Chubsu (121-51, 28~28) on vessels and landed at Joheng (x AR ), northeast of 
Sungmen (121036, 28022), and in coordination with troops of the Last Chekiarg 
Raiding Colum attacked Commmist troops in the Joheng area. The battle 

ended on 24 July; 12 Communist troops were Idlled and throe captured,

Since 15 duly all ports in the Wenchou Bay area have been closed to all 
vessels.
